There is a Diſeaſe or Sw1ans in Sheep, com- 
monly called the Rot, or Rotteneſs: which ſheep 
areſubje& to in many Countries, whereby ma- 
1y men have been ſore weakned in their Eitates 
by the death of their Sheep, in that Diſeaſe : 
They get it by feeding upon Kerlock., or other 
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fuch-like Weed. growing in Fallow-fields, or by 


feeding upon ſhort graſs, or Leighs, or land-ends, 
where many worm Sprouts be, which th Sheep 
feeding upon that graſs,do lick up alſothe gravel 
wrought up by the Worm, and maſt of all the 
ſlime that is left by the Worms Ingendering 3 
which isa great cauie of their Rotreneſs, others 
get it by feeding upen a low level ground, where 
when a ſudden Rain comeih, the watet ſtauderh 
and cannot get readily away, and the Sheep that 
continually uſeth that ground, will flop much 
Water with the eraſs, which if the Weather be 
cold, will do them hurt,out not ſo muchas if it be 
Warm : Many Shep-heards ſay : That if the wea- 
ther be hot, their Shaep will take the Rot in 
four and twenty hours, if they be nat removed 
;nto ather Grounds , therefore carefull Shep- 


| herds as ſoon as they ſee the Ground wet, and 


the day hot, will remove them with all ſpeed 
into higher Grounds for a ſpace, till the Water 


| bedrved away. Theſe cauſes of Diſeaſes thus far 


diſcribed, vis, The water and the aforeſaid 
things bringeth a faintneſs upon a Sheep, putri- 
fieth, corrupteth, and conſumeth the Blood, and 
turneth it intoa Wateriſh humor, ſo the Blood 
waichis the Life and ftrength of the Fleſh be- 
ing Waed and corrupted, the body mult needs 
periſh.

Ihavebought twenty or thirty at a Fair, 
but very ſeldom was I deceived, but when I be- 
lieved their Oaths and Proteſtations, and did 
not follow my own Rule, which I could wifh an4 
Adviſe Men-to believe, rather then their Swear- 
ing, unlefs they know them to be right honeſt | 
Men, When any one is about to buy a Horſe ler 
one lead him at the halters end, and follow him, 
and behold the ſetting: of his Feet, zither upon 
a Hill tide, or upon the hard Ground , for the 
Horſe cannot then diflemble, but if he have any 
Strain,either old or new, it will appear by favor- 
ing, or caſting out his Feet; if you perceive 
nothing,then Ride him upon ſome hard Ground, 
and 
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and after ſo doing, ſet him up in ſome Houſe or 
private back-(ide,where nothing may moleft him, 
and give an eyeto his ſtanding ; for if he-ſtand 
firm on his Feet without Itching or ſhiftine,there

figne he is Foundred, but if he reſt on one Leg 
more then another, or ftand bow-leg'd, orſert ir 
more forward then the other, itis a ſign that he 
hath. got a train inthe Toe, he is like either tobe 
huct in-the Footlock joynt,or within the hoof,ei- 
therby Pricks or. ſome other means, Which you 
may know,by leading him into a Dike or waſhing
